WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—The cable report 
to-day from Portsmouth, England, whence 
the British flyin uadron

cannot be confirmed in any official quarters 
here, and the report is taken with consider- 
able allowance. No information on the sub- 
ect has come to the departments or to the 
ritish Embassy. The British squadron, al- 
ready and at about the Bermudas, consists 
of sixteen ships, viz.: Buzzard, Canada, Cor- 
delia, Crescent, Magicienne, Mohawk, Part- 
ridge, Pelican, Partar, Terror, Tourmaline, 
Urgent, Acorn, Barracouta, Beagle and Ret- 
ribution. These are cruisers, some of them 
of 7,000 tons displacement. Should the 
Portsmouth report prove true it would m- 
crease this squadron to twenty-two ships, 
or twenty-eight including the six torpedo 
catchers. 

It is doubted that Great Britain would 
send such a powerful fleet into American 
waters at this time, when their presence 
in force sufficient to overcome our North 
Atlantic squadron almost certainly would 
be regarded as 3 hostile demonstration, 
certainly not called for as long as diplomacy 
has not yet exhausted its resources in the 
settlement of the differences between the 
United States and Great Britain. 

The Bermudas, lying tween six and 
seven hundred miles off oür coast, would 
afford an admirable base of operations 
against any point from Cape Cod down to 
Key West, and while the islands are part 
of the British Empire, the assemblage of 
a powerful fleet there could not be re- 
garded with indifference by the United 
States Government, unless the presence was 
explained satisfactorily.

At the office of the Carthage Stone Co., 
Theresa avenue and Gratiot street, it was 
found that everything was not all right;

The more people that ride om one car, the 
more money goes into the coffers of the 
company. Consequently, the tonductors 
are instructed to get as many passengers 
inside us possible.

Crowded 
street-cars are prolific sources of disease. 
According to physicians, the ‘atmosphere 
of an Hly-ventilated car full of people con- 
tains the germs of every disease the flesh is 
heir to, from consumption down to itch. 


A Post-Dispatch reporter visited six of the 
best-known physicians in the city Thursday 
and got the views of each as to the re- 
sult, fromi a hygienic standpoint, 
crowding cars. . 
Dr. Joseph L. Bauer said: “Any sys- 
tem of trarisportation which necessitates the 
Violation of the rules of health is injurious, 
and this system of crowding cars certainly 
Violates that most essential rule of health, 
the free inhalation of pure air. Placing 
the matter of ventilation and health into 
the hands of men whose only skill is meas- 
ured by their capacity to.run their car on 
time and collect nickels amounts to criminzl 
carelessness on the part of street railway 
superintendents. They should see to it that 
every conductor understands when to open 
the ventilators and when to close them. 
This question of crowding street cars has 
been rendered more important since the 
introduction of stoves in cars. The warm 


tum and dirt in the car, This is pulverized 
and permeates the atmosphere. Infection 
also comes from exhalation, by sick people 
and those who take a bath once a year. 

Jo me, as a specialist in nervous affec- 
tions, the subject of over-crowded, illy-ven- 
tilated cars is of the greatest import, and 
how, it may reasonably be asked, can sucha 
condition affect the nervous system? Your 
readers may not be aware that the ten- 
dency of recent investigation is to ascribe 
many of our nervous disabilities to the en- 
trance into the body of various minute or- 
ganisms, the character of which have not 
as yet been fully determined, and it is rea- 
sonable to suppose that such find their 
habitat in the environs of impure air. 
Hence it is essential that such causes should 
be reduced to a minimum. 

“Further, nothing could be more harmful 
than deficient oxygenation of the blood 
or the influence of impure air upon those 
whose nervous system is overtaxed by the 
frduous duties of the day. To such the 
breathing of the foul vapors of over-crowd>, 
ed cars acts like a slow poison and saps the 
Vitality.“ 


Dr. Frank J. Lutz, President of the State 
Board of Health, said: As a matter, not 
only of health, but of personal comfort.

A Starving Wife and Children Mourn 
the Absence of Capt. Morris. 


The police have been asked to search for 
John C. Morris, for many years employed 
as a mate on steamboats plying between 
here and Memphis. He has been missing 
from his home, 3948 Lee avenue, for six 


weeks. 

His wife believes he has killed himself. 
A note which he left was found in an old 
trunk a few days ago. It contained the 
words: “I cannot stay here and see you and 
the children starve.“ On one side was the 
inscription: “To my dear wife.” 

The wife is in bed sick. She has eight 
children, the oldest a girl of 18, who jis em- 
ployed as a servant in the neighboriiood. 

Not long ago Morris owned his home in 
Memphis. Everybody knew him and called 
him Capt. Morris. He had a little money 
saved up and invested in a towing-boat. 
This was about four years ago. The boat 
struck a snag one day and sank. It fost 
hundreds to raise and repair it. This was 
done. Four times the ill-fated steamer 
sank, and as many times it was repaired. 
Then it caught fire and burned to.the wa- 
ter’s edge. There was some trouble about 
the insurance money. Morris sold his home. 
A year ago he secured a position. Then 
came a fall in the river. A large number of 
boats were tied up. He was again thrown 
out of employment. 

He came here and, with his family, lived 
in South St. Louis. Four months ago. he 
moved his big fami into a two-room 
shanty in the rear of Lee avenue. 

There was nothing to eat and no fuel in 
the house, Morris called on his friends and 
got a great deal of advice, but little heip. 
He wrote to a wealthy yas wd in New Or- 
leans, a relative, but received no reply. 
For a week there was not a bite of food in 
the house, nor any fire in the stove. Mrs. 
Morris fell ill from weakness. Two of the 
children had spasms. The whole family 
might have starved if it hadn’t been for 
the letter-carrier on that route. He had a 
letter to deliver. He learned the condition 
of the family and reported to some of the 
residents of Sherman place. A committee

A 
physician was also called. One child is very 
sick and may die. 

The doctor says what the mother and 
child need is nourishment and proper care.

That is why she said she never re- 
ported the fact of her husband’s disappear- 
ance. She says she will keep the children 
with her if they all starve together. Pro- 
visions enough to last a week have been 
furnished her. The rent is overdue for 
several weeks and the landlord may put 
the family out.

Jud Thayer on the injunction. It was 
held by Judge Thayer on the final hearing 
that an injunction was refused because it 
did not appear that the Taylor Manufactur- 
ing Co. was not bound by agreement of May 
15, 1889. It was urged that the company had 
received the benefits of the agreement. The 
individual incorporators are held liable, no 
matter under what name they see fit to 


ct. 

In the case of the Des Moines Gas Com- 
pany vs. West the principle was further 
shown. Equity will not be bound by the 
forms of law when injustice would be done. 
Legal forms must all go down when fraud 
is attempted. They will not be allowed to 
stand in the way of equity. The case of 
Beale vs. Chase, 31 Michigan, 490, illustrates 
the application of the rule advanced by 
Cooke. It held that equity Uisregards tho 
legal entity, looks to the persons inter- 
ested and will not allow fraud under the 
corporation cloak. 

“The doctrine has been applied also in 
fraudulent conveyances. There can be no 
question then that the state of facts I have 
presented and that are beyond dispute—that 
state of facts presents to a court of chan- 
cery exactly a case for the application of 
thatrule. The corporate entity is meaning- 
less to the Chancellor. You sit here to 
strip off the corporate cloak. You sit here 
to exercise the jurisdiction growing for 
centuries in the prevention of fraud. As 
Judge Thompson says, the whole history 
of equity jurisprudence is nothing but a 
race between a rogue and the Chancellor. 
You are bound to strip off all disguises and 
legal fictions and deal with the parties in 
their individual capacities. 

“There is the first landmark of this 
case—the law and the facts. That brings 
Ine down to the discussion of the facts 
that have brought about this present con- 
troversy.“

Mark 
vou, this is not Jones’ language. It is Pulit- 
zer’s language. Mr. Pulitzer is no tyro. I 
remember practicing with him at this bar. 
He is an educated K and has his pri- 
vate counsel, who assisted in drawing up this 
contract. Yet, the positions are taken that 
this was only a petsonal contract, or that 
p 


it was a contrac roviding for control by 
Pulitzer himself. What did he need this 
for if the plaintiff's power on the paper was 
to be controlled by himself? 

1 further agree,’ says the covenant, to 
accept certificates of stock Which shall con- 
tain this stipulation — —— their face. This 
stock shall be held subject to agreements 
of even date with the understanding that 
at the —— 1 — of five years new certifi- 
cates shall be issued to me. C. H. JONES.’ 

Mr. Pulitzer emphasies ‘agreements,’ not 
agreement. ie certificates of stock were 
indorsed and /the plaintiff was bound hand 
and foot. t the last moment Mr. Pulitzer 
undertook change the control by reserv- 
ing a right of veto on certain appointments, 
which Was refused. 

He wanted to veto the appointment of 
buslness manager and cashier. The plain- 
tiff responded that would destroy the very 
thing he contracted for—his right of control. 

“Then the contract was signed, the $80,000 

aid and the plaintiff went on his way. 
Now it has been said the plaintiff knew that 
was @ personal contract because he drew a 
corporate contract, which Mr. Pulitzer has 
produced. Mr. Pulitzer does not say that 
this contract was not as good. He says he 
told the plaintiff to send him any panes and 
he would consider it. On the other hand, 
we have the plaintiff’s letter dated at New 
York, Feb. 12, 1895, enclosing the draft of a 
resolution he says he prepared at Mr. Pul- 
itzer’s request for the board to pass, ratify- 
ing the contract, but stating that there were 
— ong it was not necessary for the board to 

now. 

Now, in the light of the relations between 
Mr. Pulitzer and the members of the board, 
it occurs that this was just the language 
that harmonizes with Mr. Pulitzer's treat- 
ment of the other memberg of the board. 
They were employes and he so regarded 
them. He would let them Know in his own 
Way. . 
Is it conceivable that the plaintiff would 
have paid his money and taken his chances 
on any other theory? Is it conceivable 
that Mr. Pulitzer would have acted on any 
other theory—that an honest man would 
have perpetrated such a fraud? Would he 
have received that letter without at once 
notifying the plaintiff to come and take 
back his 380,000 

“Right here we have the cotemporaneous 
declaration of Mr. litzer himself. It is 
the letter to Mr. Wiliams of Feb. 8. I do 
not intend to read the letter, as it was not 
made public, but I will give such extracts 
as are relevant. 

“JEKYL ISLAND, Feb. 8, 1895.—My 
Dear Williams: I hope u will not mis- 
understand the brief official note I gave 
Col. Jones, written in the greatest hurry. 
I hope it will not cause you too great dis- 
appointment and surprise; and above all, I 
hope that you will not think I have acted 
without anxious regard for your own feel- 
ing and that of White. Nothing has weighed 
so heavily on my mind as this point of 
feeling on my part both for you and White. 
I meant to see and speak to you before I 
decided, but circumstances made this im- 
possible, so at least you are the first per- 
son to whom I communicate the change, 
which I hardly need assure you I most 
reluctantly and regretfully decided upon. 
I am convinced that your paper needs a 
stronger hand and a permanent head, and 
I relief from any worry. The new departure 
and reduction in price makes a change more 
imperative than ever. I could give a 
hundred reasons, considering my own con- 
dition and the worry the paper gave me 
last year- worry far in excess of what 
it gave me during the twelve years pre- 
vious, But here is the fact, and all 1 
ask is that you will believe me when 1 say 
if I had not thought so much of you and 
White the change would have come much 
sooner. I hope you will do what you can to 
instat Col, Jones and smooth things over 
S hope I have made no

“Now, is no at exactly 
which would be written by a eae a 
the position toward the man to whom 10 
was written? That, I maintain, was Mr 
Pulltzer’s attitude toward his’ employes 
out here. The letter was that written by a 
man notifying another of a permanent 
change. Contrast that language with his 
later statement that Jones’ appointment 
was to be subject to a board of directors 
Was the man insane when he said ‘that? 
Contrast that with Mr. Willfams’ state. 
ment on the witness stand. There you have 
everything, the regulations, the signing of 
the contract and the notification to Mr 
Williams, the Vice-President, and Jones 
in charge out here. 

“I will notice a letter in passing. The 
complimentary letter from plaintiff. It is 
from these letters, written when future 
trouble was not anticipated, that we get 
the true light on this matter. In this letter 
plaintiff says, “Now that I am leaving your 
service as an employe, let me be numbered 
among your friends.’ 

“T am not going to argue that the con- 
tract was signed by Mr. Pulitzer with the 
intent to defraud. If there was such an 
intention I will be fair enough to suppose 
that it came afterwards,

in asserting their recollections, but that has 
nothing to do with this case. I will take the 
letter of appointment in the form Mr. Wil- 
liams_received it. That was a part of the 
documents comprising the transasctions.”’ 


— Judson then read the letter of appoint- 


ment. 

“Now, Mr. Pulitzer sends this to Col. wen. 
liams, this personal letter referring to this 
appointment. Let us leave out for a mo- 
ment the view that Mr. Pulitzer was the 
corporation. Why may not a stockholder 
make such a contract for sale of stock? The 
corporation had not the stock to sell—he 
must go to the one who has. Col. Jones, nat- 
urally, was unwilling to come here and take 
charge of the paper under salary as an em- 
ploye. The essence of the contract being that 
he was to have control and management, it 
was natural that he should have an interest 
to stimulate his control. 

“In the second place, it was not a con- 
tract of the corporation in this sense. Ad- 
mitting for the moment that the corpora- 
tion is an entity (it is not, but admitting 
for a moment that it is), the contract was 
in no sense for its control. A contract for 
the control of the paper, not of the cor- 
poration—the employment of subordinates— 
the control of its columns—no suggestion of 
control of the corporation. 

“So far as the corporation is a legal en- 
tity the directors go on as before. They 
can declare dividends. They are to make 
all contracts involving finan¢!al considera- 
tions. The plaintiff cannot make contracts 
involving financial obligations. It was such 
a contract that such a corporation had 
a right to make for control of the paper. 
Libel suits were guarded against by the 
money tests in the contract. There was 
nothing to prevent such delegation of pow- 
ers. 

Any authority of a board of directors 
other than that of a. personal nature, may 
be delegated. The contract was not ultra 
vires, nor was it illegal. Counsel cited a 
Class of cases where it was held for a 
stockholder to sell stock In consideration of 
appointing the buyer to office was illegal. 
No doubt of that. But it has no applica- 
bility to a contract made by the entire cor- 
poration and the stock is bought ‘simply 
from the pers who has it to sell. 
light of the relations of these parties, the 
suggestion that Mr. Pulitzer sought to sell 
his stock and to induce Col. Jones to buy it, 
offered him a position in the corporation; 
in the light of the evidence it is absurd. It 
was not @ contract for the sale of stock. 
The contract was with the owner of the 
corporation, or newspaper, rather, for its 
control and management. 
corporation itself is concerned it goes on as 
before. 

We come now to the conduct of the par- 
ties subsequent to the contract. The an- 
nouncement was made in the paper of Feb. 
14 that the plaintiff took control, and Mr. 
Pulitzer declared that for personal rea- 
sons—loss of sight, ete.—he must give up 
the responsibility for which he was no long- 
er fitted. There is no question that all the 
parties interested had due notice of it. Mr. 
Davis testified that he read it. I don’t care 
to refer to the nominal stockholders because 
they had no interest in it. 

Now, I pass over the temporary differ- 
ence about the change at the head of the 
columns. We have one telegram that is in- 
teresting, referring to published editorial 
announcement of Mr. Pulitser.“ 

Mr. Judson here read telegram from 
Brunswick to Williams that MacDona 
would let him read the agreement. 

Somewhere about this time, if there was 
no premeditated fraud, evidently whs ma- 
tured the 22 to retain for Mr. Pulitzer 
just what he had contracted to give up to 
Col. Jones. | 

Right in this attempt Mr. Carvalho says 
he was acting for Mr. Pulitzer and con- 
sulted counsel and suggested these changes 
in the by-laws. It makes no difference 
whethereCarvalho acted for himself or Mr. 
Pulitzer. It is very plain that in the light of 
the relations between Mr. Pulitzer and those 
associated with him means that control of 
the paper means contro] by Mr. Pulitzer. 
There is Mr. Carvalho. He is Mr. Pulitzer’s 
man Friday. It was difficult for him on 
the witness stand to discriminate between 
his different capacities as Mr. Pulitzer n 
agent. So the question is, is Mr. Pulitzer, 
after making this contract, owning. this 
property, to be allowed to defeat the con- 
tract by depriving the plaintiff of the very 
thing he contracted for? All this talk about 
the directors control the property sim- 

sires to do it.

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servants were Kere and the master was in 
New York. It is where you are dealing 
with the corporate shell that this talk of 
ratification comes in. The corporate shell 
is here. These men went and came on Mr. 
Pulitzer’s telegram implicitly. They await- 
ed his check, his telegrams, his orders. Now 
they had a stockholders’ meeting. Clearly in 
violgtion of His understanding. Mr. Pul- 
itzer elected his employes on the Board. A 
Board meeting is to be held. He is advised 
the plaintiff had filed a protest at the 
ps ge meeting. 

Now at protest ve clearly sets out 
the plaintiff's claim. ‘Very clearly sets 
out his opposition to any thing that inter- 
feres wi his rights under the contract. 
Mr. Pulitzer is notified of this protest. He 
telegraphs on the 18th his objection and 
threat of withdrawing his relations. THen 
we have the interview between Mr. Car- 
valho and plaintiff, in which Mr. Carvalho 
Submitted Then we have the meeting 
at which certain resolutions were presented 
for approval, 

“Now we have here the resolution and 
that letter of March 19, written before the 
board meeting, whe he says, Mr. Car- 
valho, I have been and am now performin 
my duties under my contract faithfully an 
loyally and am prepared to go on as long as 

am permitted. 1 was and am 
ready to go on with my work under those 
resolutions, and authorize you-to so inform 
Mr. Pulitzer.’ 

Now, there is a question as to what was 
shown to plaintiff’ by Mr. Carvalho. Mr. 
Carvalho says he showed them all to Mr. 
Jones. Plaintiff says Carvalho did not show 
them all to him. My inference from this 
testimony on this point is that the sur- 
rounding circumstances, the statements and 
protests of plaintiff made in the meeting, 
effectually support his position at the pres- 
ent time. But even accepting Mr. Car- 
valho’s statement that he did not protest, 
let us take the resolutions. Now, what 
are they? 

For the first resolution he voted, and why 
not? He was subject to the Board of Di- 
rectors. Of course, he does not deny that. 
He is subject, but only in all matters dis- 
tinct from his control of the columns ot 
the paper and his subordinates.“ Mr. Jud- 
son then read the resolution covering the 


ployment of subordinates up to $60. That 
resolution was ruled not to be in contention 
in this case. : 

Then at the same meeting on a question 
of amending the fourth by-law, objected 
to by the plaintiff, the latter said he voted 
‘no,’ for the same reason as advanced be. 

So, I say that in the light of his 
letter and his contract right and his pro- 
test, especially on his letter written next 
day, there is no ground for the assertion 
that he never waived for an instant his 
rights under this contract.

marks. The letter is dated April 22, 1895, 
to Col, Jones, care of the Post-Dispatch. 
This is the letter in which Mr. Carvalho re- 
fuses to issue new certificates, acting on 
the opinion of Mr. Bowers, and stating that 
the whole stockholding was a family ‘ar- 
. and could be amicably ad- 
usted. 


“Here we have the Secretary—we have 
had the Vice-President. Who else were 
there? There were no stockholders—Mr. 
White’s and Mr. Williams’ stock was all 
held by Mr. Pulitzer. 

“But it don’t rest on that. Turn back to 
the meeting in Mareh, when they went 
through the form of approving the sub- 
Stance. Concede that they attempted to 
ratify that in part, which was in reality a 
total ratification—yet the strongest rati- 
fication is this letter of Mr. Williams; this 
letter of Mr. Carvalho. 

“We have, as I say, a partial formal 
ratification by the company, a partial recog- 
nition of the contract by the secretary in 


his dealings with the stock. We have the. 


declaration by Mr. Pulitzer, showing what 
he deemed, was the result of the action of 
the parties. 

Time runs on, plaintiff wrote a number 
of letters to Mr. Pulitzer and Carvalho. He 
dealt with the master not with the ser- 
vant. I use the term in no derogatory 
sense, but in its logical aspect. He wrote 
to him confidentially. Did he show any 
disposition to ignore his advice or Carval- 
ho's? He rather sought it, 

“When the rupture came in August and 
September, Col. Jones did just what he 
ought to have done — communicated 
with Mr. Pulitzer and took ste to see 
what was his position in St. Louis. I have 
taken note of defendant’s counsel in his 
effort to heap opprobium upon the plaintiff, 
but I do not desire to follow that up. This 
is a grave and serious question. Intimations 
that cause laughter may make the judicious 
grieve. Comments upon third parties were 
what Mr. Pulitzer wanted and what this 
plaintiff had to comply with. 

“Now about the matter of contradictions 
in testimony. Your Honor will 
that 1 have tried to rest upon the undis- 
puted grounds of the record. But there are 
certain things that I cannot pass over. 

I have already called attention that in 
Mr. Pulitzer’s deposition, he made a tem- 
porary appointment of Mr. Williams until 
action could be taken by the Board of Direc- 
tors in St. Louis and subject to the action 
of that board. Mr. Williams and Mr. White, 
in their answers, under oath state the 
knew nothing of the contract.

“Conceding the right is there a remedy? 
Over the portals of- the Supreme Court of 
Missouri is the inscription: ‘Ubi Jus, Ubi 
Remedium,’ where there is a right there is 
a remedy. Have we sought the right rem- 
edy? As I understand the counsel, the con- 
tention is this: 

“First, the statutes of Missouri has not 
broadened the ancient rule as to the remedy 
by injunction, that the plaintiff can have a 
remedy here by law, that he can sue for 
damages, as this is a contract of service. I 
will show your Honor that the Missouri stat- 
ute has broadened the remedy by injunct:on, 
and that this is not a contract ot service.

Mr. Judson then read from Pomeroy, stat- 
ing the fundamental principles regarding 
injunction. Wherever a right exists or 
created cognizable by law, a violation will 
be prohibited unless there are conditions 
that made a remedy under the law possi- 
ble, etc. 

‘The statement of counsel this morning, 
in the light of the modern statement of the 
rule was inaccurate. A Court is not in- 
clined to enforce a contract for service be- 
cause it is one that would be difficult to en- 
force. A Court will not make a decree that 
will be a mere splash in the water. It will 
only make a decree that can be made effec- 
tive.

“Mr. Pomeroy thus states the rule regard- 
ing contracts for personal services. I submit 
that this is not such a contract, but will 
read what Mr. Pomeroy says on it. When 
the contract is of such a nature that it can- 
not be enforced, the court will not compel 
its enforcement. A contract for personal 
acts has been accepted as a good example 
of this, because a court cannot compel a 
singer to sing, or an, actor to act. Applying 
the same course of reasoning, the English 
courts formerly could not enforce such con- 
tracts negatively, but the rule is now 
changed and the rule is now applied to 
affirmative contracts implying negative 
stipulations. 

“There is the broad statement of equity 
jurisdiction. It is limited by the power 
of the court to enforce its decree, and by 
there being no efficient remedy at law. 


“What is this contract, disregarding the 
form and dealing with the substance? What 
is the primary contract? Did Col. Jones 

o into a. contract simply of hiring, or Mr. 

ulitzer either? Go back to that original 
contract, which was for control and man- 
agement. The salary was merely an inci- 
dent. It was a necessary stipulation as 
part of the contrdtt for management.

But I am not asking the court to rule 
on that. The fact that there are some points 
the court cannot cover does not take away 
the plaintiff’s rights in this case.

The tem- 
porary injunction has been effectual and 
there has been no trouble.
